The last attempt was Tuesday night and 
it was aitended with a series of thrilling 
events, The burglar was not caught. Or- 
ville H, Cale, 18 years oid, made a valliant 
effort to catch him and came within an 
inch of being killed. Two of the bullets 
from the burglar’s pistol ploughed through 
his coat sleeve 

At 9:30 o'clock Tuesday night Orville and 
his 19-year-old brother, Dutro. C, Cale, were 
sitting in a room adjoining the kitchen. 
They heard a noise as if some one was cross- 
ing the kitchen floor cautiously. They ran 
into the room in time to see gq man leap out 
of the back door. 

Orville had a revolver in his pocket and 
hastily drew it. Dutro was unarmed and 
ran upstairs for his pistol. Orville fol- 
lowed the man across the back yard and 
attempted to shoot, but his weapon missed 
fire. He did not give up the chase and 
overtook his man near the barn in the 
northwest corner Of the lot, 

The robber drew his revolver and point- 
ing it at Orville commanded him to throw 
up his hands, The young man thrust his 
pistol forward and again it missed fire. 

The robber, realizing that he must fight, 
shoved the pistol almost in Orville’s face 
and fired. The brave boy threw up his 
arm to protect his head and two bullets 
fired in rapid succession from the robber’s 
revolver ploughed their way 
coat sieeve, grazing his arm 
his head not more than ap inch. 

Then the robber vaulted the fence and 
running through & Vacant Jor at the rear 
of the house Was lost In the darkness 

Meantime Dutro had returned to the 
soene. e had his revolver ang springing 
to the fence, he fired four shorts at the 
retreating burglar. Their @rner aroused

A. 8S. Cole to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“before we aroused anyone. Then a pri- 
Vate watchman came along. We told him 
of our experience and he beat the pave- 
ment ten minutes before a policeman came. 

Vhen.he did come he was so drunk he 
could not understand what had occurred. 
He wrote a report that was so unintelli- 
gible when it reached the police station it 
could not be understood and another officer 
Was sent to find out what really occurred.” 

Then Mr. Cale detailed to the reporter 
the account of Tuesday night’s experience. 

“I do not like to talk about these un- 
pleasant experiences,’’ continued Mr. Cale, 
“and would not if the police would make 
some effort to give us adequate protec- 
tion. Seven times since the fifth of last 
March, and twice within two weeks, has 
our house been visited by burglars. If the 
police have. made any efforts to apprehend 
the burglars I do not know of it. 

Orville H. Cale had one of the most 
thrilling experiences on record with burg- 
lars at his home last March. Thieves en- 
tered the house two weeks before and 
were seen running through the back yard 
with a sack filled with plunder. Orvile, 
who was then 17, saw them. He did not 
hesitate, and drawing his revolver went 
after them. He fired twice. The robbers 
dropped their plunder, which consisted of 
silverware, ete., and escaped.

He Located the Homes of St. Louis Millionaires 
and How He Acted Within the Residences.

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It Is Easy to Rob a St. Louis House, Says Oldham, for the 
Police and Watchmen Keep the Crooks Informed 
by Rapping on the Pavement—He Relates Why 
He Embarked in Crime. 


James Oldham, alias Noland, college 
graduate and West End burglar, has been 
transferred from the Four Courts holdover 
to the jail. It is hi’ intention to plead 
guilty and throw himself upon the mercy 
of the court. | 

_He says that he fobbed the homes of 
none but millionaires, 

Oldham was born/ in Ireland and is 32 
years of age. Most of his life, since he 
reached man’s estate, has been passed in 
prison. He wag sent from Boston for 
‘three and a half years for forgery and 
soon after being released went again for 
ten years on a charge of burglary. 

“It is ail because of the way I was 
raised,” said Oidham to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “When I was a boy, living with 
my father and mother in Dublin, I had all 
the money I could spend and everything I 
wanted. J was sent to the public schools 
and afterwards to the celebrated Jesuit 
College at Cedarhurst, England. At 18 
years of age I returned to Ireland Bad got 
into bad company. It was the old story 
of drink, gambling and women. I was head 
over heels in debt; but-was paid out by my 
father. 

“Instead of turning over a new leaf I went 
the same old pace. Again and again did iny 
| father pay me out, and the last time we 
_quarreled I asked him for one more chance 


—a chance in America. He gave me £100, 
| and k came to this country. Boston was 
; my objective point. There i had a distant 
| resative, the general manager of a big rail- 
road. Insieaa of going to Besten I went to 
the Saratoga races. In a few weeks my 
money was gone, all lost on the paces. Then 
i'l went to Boston, 

“In the offices of the Northern Pacific 
| Railroad I received a salary of $75 per montn. 
| with my gambling and exiravagant ideas 
| this was not a drop to the bucket. | forged 
| the ._paymaster’s name to a check for 980U 
,and got the money. I was eentenced to 
three and one-half yeara in the Massachu- 
setts State prison, and served all my time 
but dat allowed for good behavior. 

“In prison I met a crook named Shanna- 
han, and when I got out | met this man in 
Bosi®. We were both broke. He proposed 
a job, but I held off. He said I had noth- 
ing to do but wait outside and keep a 
‘watch, 60 | went with him. We got a good 
‘stake from the stuff we got, and several 
more jobs followed. 

“I was arrested the same way I was in 
St. Louis, not by the vigilance of the po- 
lice or in the house I was robbing, but as 
a suspect on the street. I was going home 
with a bundle under my arm. A som Bn te 
stopped me and saw | was carrying silver- 
ware. When I was tried the fact that I 
‘was just out of prison was against me. 
1 got ten years. 

“With the money I earned in prison and 
a ticket furnished me by the State I came 
I had learned 
ithe trade of shoemaking in prison, and 
famong new peop.e, where my past history 
}was not known, I Intended to lead a new 
ife. 

‘IT got employment in the Hamilton- 
| Brown shdéde factory, but the dull season 
; came on and I was laid off. In a few 
weeks, my Money Was goue. My boarding 
house keeper locked the door on me. Hun- 
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gry and without money it was still my in« 
tention to be honest. ° 

“While sleeping on the Court-house steps 
a hobo stole my hat and shoes. I t 
my good coat and vést for old ones and a 
pair of shoes. 

“Then I went back to crime, forced by 
| and hunger. 
“In St. Loui knew that the rich men 
lived west of @rand avenue, and it 
not the homes of the poor I was after. 
Reading the papers made me familiar with 
the names of the millionaires of St. Louls, 
and a lust year’s Blue bought for a 
quarter located their homes for me. 

“At these houses I never went up stairs. 
Rich people sleep up stairs. and on the 
lower floor it is safe work, The silverware 
was what I was after. Bric-a-brac, pic- 
tures. and werks of art E.det- alone. 
was no way to dispose of stuf. 
silver could be maoted and I had a man 
who would buy all I brought him. 

“In a-‘house at night, a burglar can gen- 
erally tell the way the land lays. When I 
heard no snoring or loud breathing u 
stairs I knew that doors were closed, an 
it would be dangerous opening them. 

“Only in one case did I ever go into the 
sleeping rooms, and that was at the home 
of Mr. Allen. As soon as I got in the house 
I could hear a man’s snores. I knew that 
man was sound asleep, and that the door 
leading to his room was wide open. I went 
up to the room and found the game was an 
easy one. His clothing was on a chair 
about six feet inside t door, and I had 
no trouble in getting his coat, vest and 
trousers. 

“It Is my experience that there ts little 
senqet in bungling, especially here tn St. 
Louls. Watchmen for the homes of mil- 
lionaires and the police are fond of rap- 
ping their. clubs or sticks on the stone pave. 
ments and walks, Il presume to let the peo- 
ple ins'de know they are outside. This is 
always a good cue to a burglar. All he 
has to do is to wait until the nolse passes 
down the street. 

“Inside the houses there Is little danger. 
While I was in Mr. Perry's house he came 
down into the dining room for a drink of 
water. There was no light in the room and 
he didn’t see me.

“Silverware, forks and spoons, is easily 


dienosed of when a burglar first gets onto 
a fence. By the manner of the jewe or

Lipman 
Epstein, th® Franklin avenue jeweler, 
readily bought my first offerin half a 
dozen silver spoons, and I then knew he 


was all right and was the man I wanted, 
Then I had no hesitation in going to him 
and diaposing of the stuff. 

At Mr. Rumsey’s house I saw a watch- 
man prowling around. I saw him try the 
windows of the various houses on his beat. 
I had no intention ef being caught in the

house, When I went through the window I 
cut the cords... By tying these e to- 
gether the window was made to appear 
locked. While I was In. .the house t 
watchman made another round. He ¢ 
the window through which I had entered. 
It appeared to be locked and he passed.on, 
Then I continued my search for the allver.

WIFE, DAUGHTER, TWO SONS AND 
A SERVANT STILL SUF- 
FERING. 


THEY WILL LIKELY RECOVER. 


A McPherson Avenue Home the Scene 
of an Incident Which Almost Be- 
came a Tragedy—An Aw- 
ful Awakening. 


Henry C. Shulman its confined to his bed 
at his home, 4223 McPherson avenue. He-is 
slowly returning to consciousness, but if he 
lives, his mind may be a blank the re- 
mainder of his days. 

His wife, his daughter, his two sons and 
a servant are etill suffering from the ef- 
fects of an accident which came near bliott- 
ing the entire family out of existence. . 

The baneful effecta of escaping gas which 
overcams them early Sunday morning is 
still upon them, though all of them, ex- 
cept Mr. Schulman, are out of danger. 

Mrs. Shulman still clings to her theory 
that the accident which came so near caus- 
ing six deaths was due to a defect in the 
gas service, 

Shu'man is the Western representative 
of a New York clothing house. Last Sat- 
urday right he completed preparations to 
leave the city on a long commercial trip. 
As Mra. Shulman’s sister was visiting her, 
Mr. Shulman occupied a spare room alcfie 
on the second floor. He was suffering with 
neuralgia and Dr. Meyer Epstein told him 
to apply hot salt bags to his face at inter- 
vals during the night. For the purpose of 
heating the bags a small gas stove was 
placed on the side of his bed. It was burn- 
ing when he went to sleep. 

The .room occcupied .by Mrs. Shulman 
and her sister is across the hall from the 
one in which Shulman slept. About 8 o’clock 


Sunday morning Mrs. Shuiman’s sister 
awoke. She was strangely oppressed, and 


with difficulty made her way to a win- 
dow, which she tried to open. In alarm 
she called to Mrs. Shulman, who was 


breathing heavily. She aroused Mrs. Shul- 
man, and the women went to Shulman’s 
bed-room door and knocked repeatedly. 
There was no answer. 

The odor of gas in the hall was unmistak- 
able. Mrs. Shulman, half conscious and 
clad only in her night clothes, went to the 
room occupled by her sons, Sidney, aged 
18, and Roy, aged 15, There was no answer 
to her knocks. She enteredgthe room. Roy 
had fallen from his bed and was lying on 
his face on the floor. dney Was slowly 
returning to consciousness. Mrs. Shulman 
opened the windows and worked to arouse 
her sons. Sidney revived slowly. When he 
was able to walk he accompanied his mother 
1o his father’s room and climbed in through 
the transom. 

Mr. Shulman.was lying with his face to- 
rd the Wally There was no sign of life. 
rs. Epstein and Tuholske were sum- 

moned. Almost against hope they worked 
with the apparently lifeless man. It. was 
only after they decided that life was not 
extinguished that Mrs. Shulman thought 
of the hired giri, Minnie Raehl, who slept 
on the third floor. 

The girl was found unconscious and 
seemingly as seriously affected as Mr. 
Schulman. 

She did not regain consciousness until 6 
o'clock Sunday night. 

Mr. Shulman remained as one dead thirty 
hours. He showed signs of life at noon 
Monday. He has not been able to talk 
since without the greatest exertion and 
lies as though tn a trance until spoken to. 
Though four days have passed his lungs 
@re still charged with gas and his breath 
smells of the deadly compound. 

Mrs. Shulman thinks such an accident 
might happen in any household where gas 
etoves are used. 
mie, have noticed,” she said Thursday, 
that the pressure is frequently very low. 
Sometimes the flame dies out simply from 
lack of supply of gas. In such cases the 
burner is open and there is nothing to pre- 
vent an escape when the pressure returns. 
That must have caused the accident. My 
husband thinks it possible that he tossed 
the bed clothes over the turner and ex- 
tinguished the flames. We would all have 
died had not my sister awakened in time to 
save us.”’ 


Secretary Ross of the Laclede Gas Light 
Company had not heard of the Shulman in- 
cident when a reporter asked him to ac- 
count for the asphyxiation. But he said: 

It is ridiculous to say that low pressure 
of gas had anything to do with ®. Our 
pressure stands always at between two and 
three inches and gas will not. go out at 
five-sixths of an inch. 

The Sunday and Sunday night pressure 
is greater than at any period during the 
week, because of the smal! econsumption 
down town, Our records show that even 
during the tornado two years ago our gas 
burned throughout the city, except in the 
localities where the houses were wrecked. 
Only once recently did the pressure go be- 
low two inches on a week day and that 
oceurred between & and 9 o'clock on a 
stormy morning and orders were instantly 
given to increase it. 

“Some defect in the pipes of a single house 
might cause the light to go out. The gas 
would then escape, because ef the continua] 
pressure behind it. fn the oase you men- 
tion there may have been an obstruction 
in the pipes or the burner may have been 
turned down so low in the stove that some 
corer movement in the room put it out. 

t pressure had nothing to do with it. 
You may rest assured of that.’’ 


A FREE FIGHT IN GEORGIA,

Three Men Killed and a Woman and 
Girl Fatally Wounded. 


JEFFERSONVILLE, Ga., Dec. 16.—R. ZL. 
Califf gave a party Tuesday night. It was 
a lively affair. Shaw Griffin became of- 
fensive to the young women. Califf, know- 
ing Griffin to be a dangerous man, prepare 
himself and ordered the offender to nk 
the house. 

This precipitated a fight. Seven shota 
were exchanged, both princ’pals dropped 
dead, and Clarence Jones, a young man, 
was also instantly killed, the three men 
falling within a radius of a few feet. As 
soon as the first shot rang out the young 
women began to flee for thetr lives, and be. 
fore the room was clear two of them were 
fatally wounded, Califf fired three shets, 


all three taking effect, one etriking Griffin 
in the right temple and two in the breast. 

Griffin fired four times. One shot entered 
@aliff'a breast, killing him tnstantly, an- 
other struck Clarence Jones in the head. 
and death ensued an hour later. Mrs, Califf 
was thot in the abdomen and her 7-year-old 
daughter in the neck.

Prisoner Held in Heavy Bail After At- 
: tempts at Rescue and to Get 
Him Within Missouri’s 
Boundaries, 


@qua=ase. = 


John Graham, allas John Forbes, alias 
Snarley, one of the shrewdest ‘‘goldbrick’’ 
men that has operated in this country with- 
inthe last decade, is in the toils hard and 
fast at Duquoin, IIl., with a prospect of re- 
maining in bondage until next May, despite 
the herculean efforts made by his friends to 
secure hig release. 

When Graham was bound over Wednes- 
day by Squire Hammocks of Duquoin, IIL, 
in $4,000, on a charge of conspiring to do 
an illegal act, the iast hopes of h.s friends 
in St, Louis to secure his extradition to this 
city on a trumped-up charge of grand lar- 
ceny were dashed to the ground. 

The history of the prosecution against 
this notorious confidence man, according 
to the story told by a man who has a 
thorough knowledge of ali the facts in the 
case, is a remarkable exhibition of the re- 
sources upon which criminals of his caliber 
ean draw in time of need and an equally 
remarkable exhibition or the lengths to 
which corrupt officials and others having a 
knowledge of the “graft” of these crimi- 
nals will go in their efforts to bleed them. 

Graham is known all over the country as 
one of the most successful men in his line. 
He never goes after anyth.ng but “big 
game,” and would scorn to show his sam- 
ples for anything less than $1,000. He is a 
married man and hag one of the handsomest 
residences on the West Side in Chicago, 
elegantly fitted up, where, with his inter- 
est.ng family and handsome wife, he poses 
as a traveling salesmap. He is sa.d to be 
a close friend of W.lliam Pinkerton, who, 
his friends say, would go to almost any 
length to do Graham a favor without stul- 
tifying himself. 

Six weeks ago Graham, while on one of 
his “trips,’’ met John Bowles, President of 
the Paimyra Bank of Palmyra, Mo., and 
got into his good graces. Graham sprun 
the old story of the gold mine discoverec 
by an ignorant Indian, and Mr. Bowles, 
becoming ‘nterested, accompanied him on @ 
trip to Keokuk to meet the Indian, and 
examine a sample of the ore, preparatory 
10 investing In the property. ust outside 
of Keokuk they met the Indian, who gave 
Bowles a gold brick, which the banker and 
Graham brought into Keokuk and had as- 
sayed by a “Government assayer,’’ who was 
the third confederate. Mr. Bowles was 
Bat'sfied with the assay and agreed to in- 
vest $10,000 in the property. 

Bowles and Graham went back to Pal- 
myra, where Bowles was to draw the 
money from the bank. A meeting of the 
directors was in progress when they ar- 
rived and they refused to allow Bowles to 
draw out the money, telling him he was 
being confidenced, The arrest of Graham 
followed. 2 

As soon as Graham’s friends heard of his 
arrest they set about securing his freedom. 
A friend of his in St. Louis was telegraphed 
and he hunted up Jim Cronin, the saloon- 
keeper, placed $1,000 in his hands for ready 
money and told him to rush post haste 


with abie attorneys to Graham’s assistance. | 


In thirty minutes Cronin, Attorney John 
Gernez and an East St. uis attorney 
were speeding toward Keokuk, with orders 
to draw upon the St. Louls man for all the 
funds necessary. 

Graham's trial at Keokuk was the siz- 
nal for a horde of bloodsuckers from all 
— of the country to hasten to that point 
ooking for money from Graham and his 
friends. Many of them, who knew that 
the prisoner was wanted in other parts of 
the country for similar offenses, were bougnt 
off, but in some cases the demands were 
so high they were refused, 

Graham was acquitted of the charge 
against him at Keokuk on a technicality, 
as the alleged offense was committed in 
Palmyra. Before the Palmyra authorities 
could act in the matter ‘“‘Uncle John” Bow- 
lin of Pinckneyville, DL, who had been 
#kinned of $1, by Graham in a similar 
deal two years previous, had him brought 
to the latter city to stand trial for that 
offense. Cronin and Gernez returned to St. 
Louis, and, in the hope of securing the ex- 
tradition of Graham and getting him out 
of the clutches of the Illinois author'ties, 
who were hot on his trail, they secured a 
Warrant against him, charging him with 
paving stolen money from a man named 
Tom Dolin itn Crontn’s saloon. On this 
charge extradition papers were secured, 
honored by the Governor of Illinois, and ar- 
rangements made to bring him to St. Louis 
as soon as the case at Pinckneyville was 
disposed of. 

6 case WAS an easy one to beat, inas- 
much as “Uncle John” had been seen, it 's 
eaid. But there were other victims of Gra- 
ham who had P ar in an appearance in the 
meantime, and the authorities of a half 
dozen different cities were waiting to lay 
hands on him. It was to foil these officials 
that Graham's frends made such an effort 
to magn | him to St. Louis. Once here, he 
was safe, as the alleged charge of grand 
larceny could be beater easily and then 
Graham could snap his fingers at his 
enemies. 

In bringing the prisoner from Keokuk to 
| Pinckneyville a scheme was concocted by 
| Graham's friends to secure his freedom. 
| The two officers in charge of him were to 

divide a $1,000 bribe between them. A 
ozen of Graham's friends accompanied 

im on the same train. 

It was arranged that the train bearing 
Graham was to pass through St. uls on 

the way to Pinckneyville, and when it 
| reached Missouri soll the Missouri! officials 
| would step in and take possession of the 
| prisoner. A second proposition was that 
' at Upper Alton, where the party was to 
change trains, the friends of Graham were 
to start a free fight, in which the guards 
of the prisoner were to be roughly handled 
and the prisoner allowed to escape and be 
| hustled onto the train in waiting and 
brought to St. Louis. 
| The friends of Graham, it 
tempted to give the officers tn charge of 
Graham the “double crose,”’ in consequence 
of which they refused to carry out their 
part. of the programme, and Graham was 
taken to P nckneyville. 

It was learned that the St. Louis friends 
of Graham sprung the requisition dodge 
upon the Illinols authorities. Chief of De.~ 
tectives Desmond scented a rat in this 
move, and through his efforts the Gov. 
ernor of Illinois has since revoked his ap. 
proves of the requ.eition made upon him 

y Giv Btephens, which leaves Graham 
to the mercy of the Iilinols authorities. 
Pi} Graham at the present t.me is under 
$10,500 bond to answer to the charges pre- 
ferred against him by some of the victims tn 
Illinois, and it is said there are several 
‘more victims ready to cause his re-arrest 
in case he should be acquitted. 

One of the St. Louis individuals inter. 
ested in Graham's case sald Thursday that 
an application would be made Friday to the 
Supreme Court at Springfield for a writ of 
abeas corpus in Graham's case, compell- 
neg the authorities to allow Graham to be 
released on bond, which, it ts said. can be 
furnished in any amount up to $100,000.

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ED BUTLER’S HINTS. 


Col. Ed Butler, in reciting his troubles 
over the Indianapolis garbage contract, 
throws out a hint that St. Louis would 
do well to consider, He shows what a 
powerethere is in a system of fines to 
make those contracting for services to 
citizens do their duty. 

Col. Butler says that in Indianapolis 
every failure on his part to properly col- 
lect the garbage resulted in a fine, and 
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“guch fines were assessed against him on 


complaints made by citizens whose gar- 
bage had been. neglected. Why not have 
such a system in St. Louis in regard to 
garbage collection and a good many other 
public services? 

Why not embody this plan tn all laws 
for the letting of franchises? Make it 
allowable, for example, for citizens to 
demand a fine whenever the street lights 
do not burn near their residences or 
places of business, Assess a fine against 
a street car company that runs so few 
cars that the majority of passengers are 
forced to be strap passengers. Relieve 
the citizen's anger by assessing a fine 
egainst the contractor when the sprink- 
ling is neglected or the streets are un- 
necessarily flooded. And so on, making 
the fine follow promptly on the offense 
and complaint thereof. 

In renewing Col. Butler’s contract, es- 
pecially, it is to be hoped that the hint

THE STEEL PARGE LINE 


Representatives of the material inter- 
ests of St. Louis—men engaged in real 
estate, financial, jobbing, manufacturing 
and retail lines of business—cannot afford 
to ignore the situation in the grain trade 
or to he indifferent to the project to es- 
tablish a line of steel barges on the Mis- 
sissippl River. 

St. Louis is losing her grain trade. Vt 
is admitted by those engaged in river 
and rail transportation, by grain deal- 
ers and all who follow the course of 
the grain trade, that the receipts at this 
point are falling off and that the prod- 
ucts of the Missouri and Mississippi Val- 
leys are going abroad by outlets other 
than St. Louis. The reason of this dl- 
‘version of trade is found in cheaper rates 
to the gulf from points west and east of 
St. Louis and in order to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of these cheaper rates St. Louts 
exporters and grain dealers are establish- 
ing houses and erecting elevators else- 
where. 

What St. Louis must do, therefore, to 
retain her grain trade and to secure in- 
creased trade is to reduce freight rates 
to the gulf. It is claimed, with apparent 
good reason by those who ought to know, 
that this can be done through a line of 
steel barges and towboats, These barges 
can be constructed to carry from 30,000 
to 40,000 bushels of grain in three and 
one-half feet of water at a rate of 3 


profit on the investment. 

Railroad men admit that a 3-cent rate 
from St. Louis to New Orleans will bring 
to this city millions of bushels of wheat 
and corn which are now carried to the 
gulf by the railroads from points west 
and east of St. Louis. ' 

If necessary to accomplish this object 
St. Louis business would be justified in 
operating a line of barges without profit. 
The gaining of the vast grain trade of 
these valleys means not only the profits 
of that trade but an increase in all lines 
of trade. With the grain trade goes trade 
in all other lines and the question is, shall 
St. Louis go forward or backward in 
trade? > 

There is but one answer to this ques- 
tion. The answer lies in the building of 
the proposed steel barge line. Business 
men in all branches of manufacture and 
trade should heartily and liberally sup- 
port the project. There should be no de- 


lay in putting the enterprise on its feet. 
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All the street railway franchises of Co- 
lumbus, O., have been declared invalid on 
the ground that they were not advertised 
for sale. There is a suggestion in this de- 
cision which should give pause to the St. 
Louls franchise grabbers. Suppose the 
Julian law should prove constitutional 
and valid. What would be the standing 
of franchises granted in violation of it? 
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Three hundred invitations have been Is- 
sued for the Carr execution. This is rath- 
er straining the law providing for a pri- 
vate gallows. The pressure on Sheriffs 
for passes to such horrible scenes is very 
great. There should be more respect for 
the law among the people. Every specta- 
tor at an execution is morally injured 
by it. 
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The President's train ran over and 
killed a laborer. This was an accident 
with which the President had nothing to 
do. It is no accident, however, when 
the President, in administering the Gov- 
ernment, favors the combinations which 
deprive the laborer of the means of liv- 
ing. 
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It is strange that what is so clearly a 
necessity as the street car vestibule in 
severe winter weather should have to be 
urged in any ‘way or should require legis- 
lation of any sort. It is stranger that 
with a vestibule law on the statute books 


no attempt should be made to enforce it. 
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School Board Director StudniczkKa 
wants a street railway on every street 
in the city. Director Studniczka doubt- 
less supposes that if enough children 
could be killed off by street cars, there 
would be no more complaints of crowded 
school-rooms.

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SHAFT FOR FOREST PARK 


The Finest Monument in the World 
Offered Free to St. Louis, 


Forest Park may be acorned by the 
handsomest if not the most valuable mon- 
ument in the world. A man of wealth who 


desires to perpetuate his name by furnish- 
ing the money to move the monument 125 
miles and put it in position is expected to 
bob up almost any day. 

This monument igs a natural shaft, more 
beautiful, more polished than ever human 
sculptor wrought. It is a Missouri stalag- 
mite of solid white onyx, about thirty feet 
tall and it shapely diameter ranges from ten 
feet at the base to six feet at the top. This 
natural shaft of onyx commands an at- 
tractive position in Ha Ha Tonka Park, 
which R. D. Kellogg, a wealthy citizen of 
Camden County, Missouri, has marked out 
on his farm.

THE ADMINISTRATION’S HA- 
WAIIAN POLICY SEFMS SURE 
OF BEING ADOPTED. 


HOAR AND OTHERS WEAKEN. 


Pettigrew the Only Republican Sena- 
tor Now Opposed and Democrats 
Are Falling In. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—There has been 
jecided change in the situation of the ste 
walian treaty within the last few days an 
the members of the Committee on Feéreign 
Relations are now quite confident of its 
ratification. Senator Hoar says he is not 
opposed to the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Telands as a territory provided the rights oi 
the natives are thoroughly protected. He 
fc however, opposed to Hawaii as a State 
and will resist any attempt to deprive the 
natives of a fair share in the responsibill- 
ties and the privileges of government. “7 
also says that under no circumstances wi 
he antagonize the President and expects 
to have a consultation with him within a 
verv few days to ascertain his wishes con- 
cerning annexation and other subjects. 

Nor does Mr.. Hoar think there is any 
intention on the Republican sice to inter- 
fere with the policy of the administration 
in foreign affairs. ER i 

He considers it the duty of every Joyal 
Repubiican to stand with the administra- 
tion. ; 

Senator \ Morr'll of Vermont has also 
been a sképtic on the Hawaiian question 
and was counted against ratification, but 
like Mr. Hoar, he is coming around all] 
right. Mr. Hale, who was also counted 
with the opposition, is quite indignant, be- 
cause he has never wavered. 

This leaves Mr. Pettigrew as the only Re- 
publican Senator opposed to ann: xation. 
Senators Gorman, Morgan and Money have 
commenced active operations on the Demo- 
cratic side and are making a thorough can- 
vass in behalf of ratification. The action of 
the Democratic members of the House in 
caucus in leaving the Hawa.ian question 
for each man to vote according to his own 
judgment, takes it out of the list of polit-cal 
issues, and makes it easier for Mr. Morgan 
and Mr. Gorman to secure votes. Although 
the fate of the treaty has seemed doubtful 
ever since the assembling of Congress, the 
prospect is now more hopeful than it ever 
has been.

MORGAN HANGED. 
The West Virginia Murderer Executed 
at Ripley. 


RIPLEY, W. Va., Dee, 16.—John Morgan 
was hanged here this afternoon. The drop 


that Morgan broke down during the fore- 
noon and spent the time crying. He recov- 
ered so as to go on the scaffold wiih com- 
posure. 


The triple crime for which Morgan was 


hanged,attracted wide attention, not only on 
account of the unusual brutality of the mur- 
ders, but from the fact that there was no 
apparent motive for the deed, the family he 
destrpyed having been his benefactor since 
childhood. The trial and convicition was 
notable for the fact that within three days 
after the murder Morgan had been cap- 
tured, indicted, tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced, in pursgance of Judge Reese Bliz- 
zard’s promise ‘to the populace, clamoring 
for a lynching, that if the mob would dis- 
erse he would prom'se that there would 
e no delay of justice. 

Mrs. Edward Greene, a well-to-do widow, 
aged 70 years, her two daughters by her 
first husband, Alice and Matilda Pfost, and 
her son, James Green, aged about 20, lived 
a short distance from Ripley. An intimate 


a home. He remained with them about a 
dozen years, but about three years ago got 
married and lived apart from his former 
benefactors, .He was on friendly terms with 
them, however, and on Wednesday evening, 
November 4, called at the house and asked 
Matilda Pfost to cut his hair. She invited 
him to remain until morning, when she 
would do the favor for him. The household 
were up about 4 o’clock the next morning, 
and the young women set about to prepare 
breakfast, while Mrs. Greene was arranging 
her room. Greene went out to feed the 
stock, accompanied by Morgan, who soon 
returned to the house alone, saying Greene 
had Sone to set his traps. A short time 
after, while the young women were busy 
with the breakfast reparations, Morgan 
suddenly picked uD a hatchet and assaulted 
Matilda *fost, striking her twice on the 
head.

THE CAPTURE OF GUISA. 


Santa Clara. 


HAVANA, Dec. 16—The capture of 
Guisa appears now to be a more important 
insurgent success than was at first sup- 
posed. Advices state that the insurgents 
captured 270 Mauser rifles with 220,000 cart- 
ridges and 116 prisoners. Gen. Calixto Gar- 
cla has sent word to Gen. Pando that he 
will only release the prisoners under a 
solemn pledge signed by Gen, Blanco that 
they be sent back to Spain. He complains 
that after the capture of Las Tunas the 

risoners released on parole were sent 

ack to the ranks. 

The insurgents in Santa Clara Province 
have more than 6,000 men well armed, and 
are confident of ultimate success, They 
are also well provided with medicine and 
other necessaries. Gen. Gomez is at La 
Reforma, where he has been for nearly a 
year. 

Within the last four days two large fili- 
bustering expeditions have safely reached 
Cuba, one landing at Matanzas Province 
and the other at Baracea, only five leagues 
from Havanas They consisted of clothing, 
medicines and dynamite. The rebels are 
now using large quantities of dynamite 
with considerable effect. 

Gen. Pando, who is operating in the Hast 
against Gen. Garcia, has asked for rein- 
forcements, which have been sent, several 
battalions being withdrawn from Pinar dei 
Rio. Gen. Bernal, with five battalions, has 
started across Pinar del Rio to Cape San 
Antonio, where a large body of rebels is 
congregated.

Special to the Rye re*>- 
HANNIBAL,~-Mo., Dec. 16.—Two prom- 
inent young men of Fall Creek, Adams 
County, Ill., came to Hannibal Tuesday, 
and not being familiar with the intrigues 


that are carried on in a city, became the 
victims of one of the most notorious colored 
women in Hannibal. They claim that as 
they were walking down Front street they 
were inveigled into a dive conducted by 
colored people and where they ordered sup- 
per. Sarah Vaughn, who conducts the 
dive, agreed to furnish them supper for 
30 cents and demanded the pay in advance. 
They gave her a $5 bill, when she invited 
them into a room upstairs and told them 
she would bring them the change when 
she took them their supper. The young 
men were thus left alone in the room, 
but shortly afterwards two negro men 
entered the room and demanded to know 
what they were doing there and ordered 
them out forthwith. The young men then 
. proceeded to the office of Justice Harrison 
and filed a complaint against the Vaughn 
woman, charging her with robbery. ‘ihe 
case was set for trial to-day, but it is 
thought that the young men will fail to 
appear to prosecute the case. It was ap- 
parently their first experience In Hannibal 
and it Is hardly probable that they want 
any more notoriety.

ARE TRUST COMPANIES BANKS? 


Attorney-General Crow Is Taking Dep- 
ositions Through a Commission. 


Attorney General Crow began the taking 
of depositions in the case of Missouri 
against the trust companies Wednesday 
afternoon, and will continue the work for 
several days, with John H. Lucas of Kan- 
sas City as Commissioner to receive the 


testimony. 

This is a suit instituted by the State, at 
the relation of the Attorney General, to 
forfeit the charters of the St. Louis Trust 
Co., the Union Trust Co., the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., and the Lincoln Trust Co., 
upon an allegation of doing a general bank- 
ing business without authority of law. 
Judge George A. Madill, President of the 
Union Trust, was the first witness. He tes- 
tified that in its capacity as a trustee the 
trust company is compelled to receive and 
hold deposits and also the deposits of indi- 
viduals not in active business, but that the 
accounts of business houses were not re- 
ceived. He did not deny that the, company 
held money subject to draft, but said the 
business transacted was not that of a com- | 
mercial institution, and that his company 
had dealings with only two or three banks 
and no commercial accounts,

Throughout Creedon’s career he has been 
renowned for his ability to break taller men 
than himself all to pieces ihrough his ag- 
gressive body punching. 

The first time that the Australian ran up 
‘against a-taller man whose body he could 
not get near to was when he met Joe Choyn- 
6ki in Chicago about two years ago, Choyn- 
ski's left filled Creedon’s face so fud] of 
sloves that the latter found it an impossi- 

ilitv to get inside to- get a crack at his 
heavier and taller opponent, Choynski never 
Jaid his right hand on Creedon’s face or 
body during the entife six rounds that they 

The Californian was satisfied to 
hock and jab with his quicker hand, al- 
though it did not do ‘so much execution 
with one blow as his right, rather than run 
h chance of letting the Australian get inside 
of his guard and have his body at his 
mercy. 

' This contest with Choynski comes nearer 
‘to giving a Hne on the two men than any 
Other in their career, for just one year and 
one day after his meeting with Creedon, 
which took place at Tattersall’s at Chicago 
on the night of March 21, 1895, Choynski and 

Ktd"”’ McCoy met in a contest, which was 
to have been ten rounds to a decision, but 
through police interferenee was changed 
into a four two-minute-round “friendly” 
exhibition, :

Choynski put it over McCoy as completely 
as he had over Creedon, with the only dif- 
‘ference that he slammed into McCoy with 
both hands so fast that the youngster did 
not know where to get off. Although neither 
,Man was hurt in the bout, Choynski got a 
‘good deal of credit from critics for his show- 
ing, and itis a well-known ‘fact that McCoy 
would not consent-to meet him in a more 

decisive bout. 

This seems to show that Choynski had 
more respect for Creedon and his right hand 
than for the “Kid.” But Choynski well 

‘knew. that McCoy was clever, and had a left 
hand Which was not fdr behind his own in 
cleverness. So that his only course was ‘o 
use his bigger weight and greater experi-

ence and “dig” into his man for all that was 
in him, 

Creedon’s friends are content that their 
man is the harder hitter of the two. This 
may prove to be true, but his heavy punch- 
es will be of little use if they cannot get by 
McCoy’s left hand without having the 
force of them broken with hard, stiff arm 
jabs like those that won for Choynski whea 
he met Creedon. Seery 

And then, as far as hard hitting abilities 
are concerned, the ‘Kid’ can hit hard 
enough for all practical purposes, as Tommy 
Ryan learned at Maspeth not so very long 
ago, and as was seen again when McCoy 
laid our: ‘‘Australian’’ Billy Smith at Battery 
D, at Chicago. Smith is old and nowhere 
near the man he was in his prime, still it 
takes a good punch to knock a game man 
down and almost out, as McCoy did in one 
round.

The fight is attracting great attention in 
St. Louis, and ‘t will be bulletined by 
rounds in several places. At the Standard 
Theater the fight will not only be bulletined 
to-morrow night, but Manager Butler has 
arranged to have two men represent Mc- 
Coy and Creedon, and they will fight the 
battle on the Standard stage just as the 
other fellows are fighting it in New York. 
This is a genuine novelty sure enough, and 
how Manager Butler is going to do it is 
something that ‘s puzzling the local sports.

More 
important still, Fitzsimmons has quit the 
rrize ring, thus leaving Corbett champion. 

he winner to-morrow night will be in line 
to meet Corbett. 

McCoy is unquestionably the best middle- 

weight in America, while Creedon is the 
best Australian now fighting in the neigh- 
borhood of 158 pounds. Both men have 
many friends, McCoy’s being slightly in 
the majority. 
. When the match was made three months 
ago, many good judges were of the opin- 
fon that McCoy would enter the ring a 
2 to 1 favorite, and the fact that orders of 
only 10 to 8 are laid against the Australian's 
chances indicate the high regard in which 
he is held by the wise ones. 

Creedon and McCoy are as unlike in their 
style of fighting as two men could possibly 
be. The Australian is short and chunky, 
while the American is tall and wiry. Cree- 
don is of the old school of boxing. He 
fights on the hurricane order and depends 
more on the force of his blows than sciencé 
to win a fight. He likes to fighé at short 
range, and his usual point of attack is his 
opponent’s body. He can hit a terrific blow 
and the Australian’s friends believe that 
his abillty to strike effectively will eve | 
him a vigtory over the ‘‘Kid.” 


On the other hand, McCoy likes to fight 
at long range, believing in jabbing his op- 
ponent and gradually wearing him down, 
He does not believe in taking any chances 
and is not near so effective at infighting as 
he is at long range. McCoy’s style of fight- 
ing resembles Corbett’s. 

Creedon weighs exactly 160 pounds and 
looks lean as a greyhound. It is question- 
able if he was ever better prepared for a 
contest. 

Pugilistic records all question Creedon 
with standing 5 feet 8% inches tall. Careful 
measurement to-day disclosed the fact that 
he is but 5 feet 744 inches in height, wh:ch 
gives McCoy (5 feet 11 inches) an advan- 
tage of 3% inches. 

The tape was next used on his arms, and 
With both extended at right angles to his 
body he showed from tip to tip of middle 
fingers 5 feet 10% inches. From the arm 
pit to the middle finger, Creedon measures 

inches, against 33% inches for McCoy. 
With ‘fist closed, Creedon’s, measurement

They are Nate Fen- 
ton of Buffalo, who was prominent at the 
Ryan-McCoy bout; Homer Selby, brother 
of the principal; Jack poaary of Philadel- 
phia, Tommy West, the well-known mid- 
dle-weight, and Doc Payne °f Cleveland,

DESPERATE FROM SUFFERING.

Daughter Taken to the City Hospital 
and Wife at Home With One Child 
Prostrated From Hunger. 


“Tf picked up 20 cents’ worth of coal to 
gave my sick wife and children from freez- 
ing. I had no money. I had to have fuel. 
The only way to get it was to take it—to 
steal it. If trying to provide a fire for tle 
sufferers dependent upon me is a crime, 


then I am guilty.” 
Thus spoke Charles A. Ball of 706 Gratiot 


street as he anxiously peered through the | 
wire screen that separates prisoners and 
free men at the City Jail. 

Ball is 49 years old. He was discovered 
stealing coal out of a car in the railroad 
vards near his home Tuesday night. He 
had about a bushel and a half of coalina 
two-bushel grain sack. He was starting 
home with it when apprehended by a watchs 


man. 

The prisoner was made to dump the Iit- 
tle pile of coal back into the car ‘from 
which he took it.Then hs was conveyed to 
the hold-over. The following morning a 
warrant charging petit larceny was sworn 
out. Thrusting the prisoner into the jal 
was the -next act. 

Ball has a wife and three chilren. They 
live in one small room in a tenement house, 
While Ball is in jail his family is suffering 
the bitter pangs of cold and hunger. About 
two hours before he was arrested for steal- 
ing the 15 or 20 cents’ worth of coal, Ball as- 
sisted in the removal of his 18-year-old 
daughter from their squalid apartments to 
the City Hospital. The young girl is almost 
dead and her parents could mo longer care 
for her. 

A boy of 10 years, a girl of 8 and the 
mother are at home alpne, since one mem- 
ber of the family is in jail and another in 
the hospital. The boy has the whooping 
cough. The mother, a fragile creature at 
best, is so emaciated by hunger and cold and 
loss of sleep in caring for her sick daugh- 
ter, that she collapsed from exhaustion as 

‘goon as the young girl was taken to the hos- 


ital. 

P The little 8-year-old girl is the only mem- 
ber of the family free from sickness or 
° bondage. 

‘‘T am a laborer,” said Ball to a PostyDis- 
patch reporter, “and I have always worked 
when I could find employment. A year ago 
I moved my family to St. Louis from South- 
ern Illinois. For several years I eked out a 
living there by farm work and I hoped to 
improve my condition by moving to St. 
Louis. But I made matters worse. The 
year we have lived in St. Louls has been a 
year of suffering. Every member of my 
family has suffered and I have suffered be- 
cause of their distress. It all fails upon me, 
because they are dependent upon me. 
do not drink. I do not gamble. I have none 
of the prevalent vices unless poverty is a 
vice. 

“Since I landed in St. Louis a year ago, I 
have eagerly sought such work as I am 
able to Jo—common labor. I have been em- 
ployed about one-third of the time at odd 
jobs and of course the low wages made it 
impossible for me to save anything. For 
the last tnree weeks I have been idle. 

“While I am here in jail I am haunted 
by the knowledge that my wife and children 

‘are slowly starving in a cold, clammy 
room. The thought makes me desperate. 
No wonder crimes are committed. When I 
am iaken before the Judge I will tell the 
whole truth. I will freely confess the theft 
of the coal and I w.ll tell the Judge why 
TI stole it. I was never arrested before.”’ 

Ball has an honest face, and although his 
clothing hangs in shreds upon his back 
there is something about him that seems to 
say he deserves a better fate.

HORSES MADE A SHARP TURN. 


Coachman Had Lost Control and Was

driver, and Mrs. Job, realizing the danger, 
cried out in alarm, 

Several bystanders attempted to check or 
stop the runaway team. 

The team made another sharp ewerve, 
swinging the carriage in te@Wwards the curb. 
The front wheels struck a projection, over- 
turning the vehicle. 

The driver was thrown from his seat and, 
Mrs. Job was hurled from the carriage, 
alighting on her head tn the roadway with 
terrible force. The horses, freed from the 
wreck by the shock, continued their run for 
several blocks. 

Mrs. Job was. picked up and borne to a 
drug store, where a physician was called 
to attend her. 

He found ‘her suffering from concussion 
of the brain and numerous cuts and con- 
tusions, besides internal injuries.

Another City Hall Meeting Friday for 
Which West Enders Are Preparing. 


Chairman Ives of the Council] Ratlroad 
Committee has requested every member of 
the Council to attend the second hearing of 
the Cabanne place railway bill which will 
be had In the Council chamber Friday at 
3:30 o'clock. 

Most of the Couri®ilmen and a number of 
Delegates were at the first hearing to 
listen to what the protesters had to say 
against the grab, and as the attorney and 
officials of the Lindell railway are to have 
their inning to-morrow Mr, Ives wants 
Assemblymen to hear both sides of the 
question,so that the committee will not have 
to go into details when it reports the Dill. 

Some lively cross-firing is expected at 
to-morrow’s meeting as the protestors will 
have their ablest representatives on hand 
to meet the advocates of the bill, Ex- 
Judge Priest, attorney for the Lindell, will 
consume most of the time in defense of the 
bill, and Superintendent George Baumhoff, 


President Edwards Whitaker and other 
railway officials will undertake to explain 
how “the people don’t know what they 
want and the great public convenience thse 
new line will be.” . 

About 80 per cent of those living along the 
proposed route have signed protests pray- 
ing the Assembly not to grant the fran- 
chise and emphasized the fact that aside 
from the promoters of the scheme not a 
—— person hag asked that the road be 

uilt. 

Astute lawyers like Minor Meriwether, 
James C. Jones and John F. Gilliam have 
pointed out that the ulterior purpose of 
the Lindell managers is to perpetuate their 
charter, which expires in 1914. They have 
shown that the Cabanne bDiil would ruin 
some of the best residence streets in the 
city, streets dedicated for residence only, 
with a direct prohibition against théir ever 
being occupied by any Kind of a railway. 

Despite the fact that the Cabanne Place 

Railway would cut to pieces so many 
Streets valuable for quiet home life, the 
Lindell does not propose to pay one cent 
for the bountiful privilege asked. In addi- 
tion to ignoring the matter of compensation 
to the city, the bill gives pusnoteey to the 
new corporation to acquire by lease or 
purchase any or all railways in the city, 
and its charter is to be perpetual. 
At the fommer heanng Minor Meriwether, 
in opposing the bill, said: ‘Thee Lindel] 
Railway does not care a fig for the conve- 
nience, the peace, comfort and prosperity of 
the people the Cabanne Place Railway 
would overrun. I challenge every official 
of the Lindell Railway to make the honest 
acknowledgment that the covert purpose 
of this bill is to perpetuate the charter of 
the Lindell Railway. That is the secret 
purpose of this bili, and the stake is an 
unlimited and untaxed franchise for that 
corporation.”
